Among th e defects cited by th e 
commissioner in an appeal for better 
sch ool buildings are: 
Old dilapidat­ 
ed structures, h alf of th em dating 
h ack more th an 2f» y ears; lack fire­ 
proof construction; 
serious conges­ 
tion; lack of 
necessary 
adjuncts, 
for a rounded education, 
such 
as 
gy mnasiums, 
sh ops, 
science 
an 1 
cooking rooms. 
“ One sch ool building of every four 
now in use was built more th an .11 
y ears ago,” Tigert said. 
“ Hundreds of th ousands of c h i ld­ 
ren are h oused in portable 
rented 
buildings, stores and lofts. 
T h o us­ 
ands more are sitting for four or five 
h ours a day in badly ligh ted, inade­ 
q uately ventilated basements, th ree 
feet or more below th e street level. 
“ Only five per cent of 
all 
th e 
sch ool buildings are of 
fire 
proof 
construction. 
Every 
week in th * 
y ear a sch ool building is burned or 
partly destroy ed. 
“ Seventy five per 
cent 
of 
th e 
cities in 19 20 reported 
congestion.
